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Minutes of the Twentieth Annual Session of the 
Mud Creek Sunday School and 
B. Y. P. U. Convention 


THURSDAY, JUNE 21, 1928 


The Convention was called to order at 12 o’clock by the President, Rev. 
J. A. Brannum, D. D. Devotion was led by St. John A Messengers. “How 
Firm a Foundation” was led by the President. Scripture lesson, 4th chapter 
of St. Mark. Prayer by Rev. E. G. Miller. Hymn 196, “Come Holy Spirit, 
Heavenly Dove’ was lined, after which the President came forward and 
announced according to the program that Rev. E. G. Miller would preach 
the Introductory Sermon, accompanied by Rev. C. W. Gambel, D. D., of 
Tryon, N. C. Hymn 250 was lined by Rev. Gambel. Prayer by Rev. M. C. 
Rice of Bethel A. “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name” was lined by Rev. 
Gambel. 


The President introduced to the congregation the speaker of the hour, 
Rev. E. G. Miller. After a few brief remarks he chose his text from the 8th 
chapter of Acts and 30th verse, “And Philip ran thither to him and heard 
him reading the Scriptures and said, understandeth thou what thou readest.” 
Rev. Miller preached a very impressive sermon that held the attention of his 
hearers throughout the discourse. Prayer by Rev. Gambel. Remarks by the 
President, after which the President made some timely remarks and asked 
for the election of a Temperance and Finance Committee. The following 
were elected: Brother Sharpe Adams, Prof. W. M. Robinson, Brother Charley 
Johnson. The President stated also that we had about twenty minutes to 
spare, after which we would adjourn for dinner, and proceeded to introduce 
the visitors in the persons of Rev. W. L. Young, of West Asheville, pastor of 
A. M. E. Church; Rev. W. B. Gibbs, of Knoxville, Tenn.; Rev. J. P. Reeder, 
of Rock Hill, who in turn referred to his “better half’, Mrs. Reeder, who 
made a few remarks stating that she hoped to have an opportunity to come 
before the Convention later. Revs. Young and Gibbs both made impressive 
and instructive speeches which were enjoyed. After which the Finance Com- 
mittee came forward. Amount of offering was $4.55. After collection $2.25. 
Singing, “Blest Be the Tie.” Benediction by Rev. Miller. 


2:30—Reassemble. Devotion was led by Messengers from Garrison Chapel. 
“Amazing Grace” was sung. Prayer by Rev. Tyson of Garrison Chapel, after 
which the meeting was turned over to the President. Welcome Address by 
Prof. W. M. Robinson. Response by Sister Annie M. Clark. The Welcome 
Address was filled with hospitality in itself and the delegation was made to 
feel that they could stay all the time and be taken care of. The Response 
was equally as spicy, which was enjoyed. 


Enrollment of Pastors and Messengers. Appointment of committees. At 
this time a Committee on Reading Letters was appointed, namely, Mabel 
Sharpe, Willie Burnside, Nellie Green and Ethel Hooper. Next was the 
Enrollment of Messengers. After a few remarks by the different ones a 
motion prevailed that a Committee on New Schools be appointed. Motion 
carried. Next was the Reading of Letters by Committee. All letters were 
received after comments. The question was asked at this time whether or not 
is the money sent up as directed by the letters from the various schools. The 
speaker was referred to the Constitution which provides for the same. Motion

prevailed that we hear the report from the Committee on New Schools, result- 
ing in the acceptance of Garrison Chapel and Mitchell Tabernacle. Next was 
the reading of the letters from New Schools, namely, Mitchell Tabernacle and 
Garrison Chapel. Mitchell Tabernacle Messenger stated that the Messenger 
with money was not present. Motion prevailed that we receive the letter. 
At this time it was moved and carried that we have the Messengers and 
Pastor of the New Schools come forward and have the Convention meet 
them. Motion prevailed. It was moved that we appoint a Committee on 
Recommendation of Officers. Motion carried, and the following were ap- 
pointed: Rev, W. L. Johnson, Rev. T. J. Davis, Rev. M. C., Rice, Sisters 
Evylyn Purry and Isalene Dunbar. 


3:45—Motion prevailed that Rev. M. C. Rice preside at this time. Motion 
carried that we hear the President’s Annual Address. The President’s address 
was very instructive, full of information, and led our minds to higher things 
and made us to feel that we were soaring around the Celestial throne. Re- 
sponse by Rev. E. B. King, which was very fitting. Remarks by Rev. J. P. 
Reeder, of Rock Hill, who with the enthusiasm still running high, made our 
thoughts more moistioned with deep spiritual reasoning. Motion prevailed 
that the President’s Address be handed the Committee on President’s Address. 
Motion lost. Motion prevailed that the Committee act on the address imme- 
diately. The Treasurer made his report which was adopted. The report of 
the Executive Board was made and same was adopted. 


At this time the President introduced the visitors. Rev. J. W. Beaty, who 
once expounded the Gospel with telling effect for the Star Bethel and New 
Bethel churches, was presented and received as in the days of his pastorate. 
Come again, Brother Beaty, and remind us of our old days together. The 
report of the Committee on Official Staff was given which was adopted as 
follows: Rev. J. A. Brannum, Jr., D. D., President; Prof, W. M. Robinson, 
Vice-President; J. Garfield Markley, Treasurer; Susie EH. Davis, Recording 
Secretary; Annie M. Clark, Corresponding Secretary. After which, the Pas- 
tor, Rev. E. B. King, arranged for the delightful stay of the Messengers. The 
Financial Committee took the offering. Amount $1.55. Thus came to an’ 
end the Thursday’s session. Benediction by Rev. KE. W. Dixon. 


THURSDAY EVENING SESSION 


The Convention opened at 7:30. Opening song by Rev. J. A. Brannum, Jr. 
Devotion was led by Mud Creek and St. Paul Messengers, which was begun 
with Hymn 196, led by Rev. J. A. Brannum, Jr. Scripture lesson was read 
by J. Garfield Markley of Mud Creek Sunday School, from Matthew 6th 
chapter. Prayer was offered by Mr. J. Garfield Markley. A song was led by 
Rey. J. A. Brannum, Jr., “Must Jesus Bear the Cross Alone.” Prayer was 
made by Mr. Sappe of St. Paul. Song by Rev. J. A. Brannum, Jr., “Jesus My 
All to Heaven is Gone.” Prayer was offered by Sister Janie Bolling. Song 
by Rev. Brannum, ‘‘Come Ye That Love the Lord’ and ‘A Charge to Keep I 
Have.” Prayer was offered by Rev. M. C. Rice. Song by Sister Janie Bolling. 


8:30—The Devotional exercise was turned over to the President. The pul- 
pit was graced with Rev. M. C. Rice and Rev. W. L. Johnson. Rev. Rice 
line Hymn 559, “Go Preach My Gospel, Saith the Lord.” The Scripture les- 
son was read by Rev. Rice from the 4th chapter of Paul’s Second Letter to 
Timothy. Prayer was led by Mr. J. Garfield Markley and a _ soul-stirring 
prayer was offered. Song by the Choir. Hymn 356 was lined by Rev. Rice. 


The introduction of Rev. Johnson, the speaker of the hour, was made by 
the President. The speaker announced his text from 2nd Timothy, 4th 
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chapter and 2nd verse. A great sermon was preached. Prayer was led by 
Rev. J. W. Beaty. A Jubilee was sung by the Choir. Remarks were made 
by the President. Amount raised, $7.50. 


The President asked that the assignment leaders discuss the subjects for 
Friday morning. The following were chosen: Revs. Beaty, Gamble, and 
Mr. J. Garfield Markley. Amount raised for the after collection, $3.05. Clos- 
ing Hymn. Benediction by Rev. W. L. Johnson. 


FRIDAY MORNING SESSION, JUNE 22nd 


The Devotion was opened by St. Paul Messengers. It was opened by sing- 
ing, “Draw Me Nearer.” The Scripture lesson was read from the 17th chapter 
of John. Prayer was offered by Rev. C. W. Gamble, D. D. Hymn 198 was 
sung. Prayer was offered by Rev. Tyson. Song by Rev. Brannum. Song 
by Miss Purry. 


10:00—The Devotional exercises were turned over to the President. A 
song was sung by Hattie Bolling, and also one by Miss Purry. 


10:10—At this time Rev. J. W. Beaty, formerly of Hendersonville but now 
of Warsaw, N. C., was asked to open this subject, which according to the 
program was to have been opened by Rev. H. M. Smith—‘‘The Duty of Adult 
Members to the Church.” Rev. Beaty emphasized the importance of adult 
members attending Sunday School, and also the many reasons why we should 
ever hold Jesus up before them so their soul’s interest will be centered in 
the Saviour. At this time a Jubliee led by Linus Davis, was sung. 


10:30—Owing to the absence of the Secretary at the appointed time and 
this being the hour for business the Secretary was asked to read the Minutes 
of the previous session. Minutes read and received with proper corrections. 
It was stated that we should erase the name of Sister Bruton as a Board 
member as Nazareth was not represented in this session of the Sunday School 
Convention. Brother Dixon made a few remarks in regards to the matter. 
Motion prevailed at this time that Sister Evylyn Purry’s name be inserted 
instead of Sister Lillie Bruton’s. After which the report of the Secretary 
was called for in regard to the receipts for Minutes. Also the financial report 
of Sunday School was read so that we may be able to Know who won the 
banner. The report was read and found that Garrison Chapel had won the 
banner. Cheers went up. 


11:00—At this time, according to the program, the subject, ‘““‘How May a 
Sunday School Teacher Make the Sunday School Interesting and Attractive”, 
was to have been opened by Deacon L. A. Kilgore of Bethel A, but in the 
absence of Brother Kilgore, Rev. Gamble, D. D., was asked to open the subject. 
Rev. Gamble made us to know that efficiency is the first requisite and that 
without it we can do nothing successfully. He brought out many strong 
points in regards to methods of teaching. He said much depends on our 
method of teaching as to whether or not we make the Sunday School attract- 
ive. The next speaker was Miss Leo Moffitt, who brought out by illustration 
as well as speech, how the modern teacher can make the Sunday School 
more attractive, which was very instructive and enjoyed. 


11:30—Discussion: ‘Should the Church Demand its Members to Compel 
Their Children to Attend Sunday School?” Opened by Brother J. Garfield 
Markley, who in his emphatic way gave many reasons why the Church should 
demand its members to compel their children to attend Sunday School. The 
next speaker was a young man in the person of Mr. McSwain Wardlaw, who 
said many helpful things, but summed up as a whole, that Christianity alone 
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will solve the problem. Rev. Dixon replied by saying without force we 
can do nothing, but it must be the right kind of force in order to bring 
about the right kind of results. The next speaker was Rev. J. R. Reeder of 
Rock Hill, who spoke forcibly along the line of both subjects and harmonized 
them. The first requisite along this line is personality. If we want our 
children to attend Sunday School as they ought we as adults must attend 
ourselves, and in order to bring about results we must prepare our hearts 
as well as our minds and pray for results of the same, and as a whole con- 
nect the spiritual life with the every-day life and we are bound to get results. 


12:20—At this time a pause was made to call the various committees. 
After which Mrs. J. P. Reeder was introduced, who made some very helpful 
and instructive remarks along the line of the Sunday School and its forces. 
Next was Brother Fred Dukes, who expressed his favoring all that was said 
on the subject. The next speaker, Sister Annie M. Clark, brought out the 
fact that results depend on home training. Rev. Mitchell spoke along the 
same line saying that it all depends on the home training. Brother H. S&S. 
Simmons spoke in his enthusiastic way about the training of children and 
its results, which was enjoyed. 


At this time Mitchell Tabernacle stated that the Messengers were present 
with their money. Motion prevailed that we suspend the rule of the Con- 
vention and go into business. Motion prevailed also that we pay 5 per cent 
of all monies raised between Home Mission, Foreign Mission and Education, 
85 per cent to be given definite work at home, viz: Assembly Ground at East 
Flat Rock and general expenses. Motion carried, after which the Finance 
Committee came forward. Amount, $2.51. Benediction by Rev. W. L. Johnson. 


FRIDAY NIGHT SESSION 


8:00—Reports of Committees on Annual Sermons and Literature were 
adopted at this time. Glade Creek and Pleasant Isles made their financial 
reports (see report). Motion prevailed also that Deacon John Finley of 
Mitchell Tabernacle, open the subject, “The Importance of Advertising.” 
Deacon Finley came forward asking, what is your object? He emphasized’ 
the importance of advertising by saying it kept before our mind the object 
sought, also stating that the work of advertising will keep the object before 
the people. A few remarks were made by Brother Markley pertaining to 
the work of the Convention. Remarks were made by the President in refer- 
ence to the work. Remarks by the Secretary and Brother Dukes of Union 
Grove. The President asked that the reports of the committees be received 
at this time. New Salem and the Committee on Appropriation reported. 
Next in order was the appointment of Committee on Constitution, namely, Rev. 
Thos. J. Davis, Deacon J. Garfield Markley and Sister Annie M. Clark. 
After which Rev. J. W. Beaty gave a general good talk in regard to the 
Mud Creek Association and its Auxiliaries. He was prevailed upon to speak 
on the subject assigned Rev. O. R. Gordon, pastor of the Mother Church, who 
failed to attend the Convention. Subject: “Why We Should Officiate With 
the State Work”. Dr. Beaty really enccuraged our attending all State bodies, 
after which the President gave an interesting review of his trip to the State 
Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Convention as representative of the Mud 
Creek Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Convention. 


SATURDAY MORNING SESSION 


10:25—Business. The reports of yesterday were called for from the vari- 
ous committees. A few remarks were made by Brother J. Garfield Markley, 
which were very helpful. The President of the B. Y. P. U. made a very 
interesting speech along the line of B. Y. P. U. work. Rev. Davis suggested 
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that we change cur hours for opening the session in order that we might 
have more time. At this time the President asked that the Vice-President 
preside. Rev. Davis asked whether we shall follow the Constitution or shall 
we cut it out. Deacon Finley of Mitchell Tabernacle Sunday School, spoke of 
the law of the body and then he dived into the past records of the Associa- 
tion, which was within its own bounds; therefore, he was told that the 
Convention was getting along nicely and no monies had been misapplied 
by any member of the Convention. Someone must have “eared” Brother 
Finley that caused him to spring this matter before the body. After which 
the body stood adjourned to convene in the B. Y. P. U. session at 2:30 P. M.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE MUD CREEK MISSIONARY 
BAPTIST SUNDAY SCHOOL AND B. Y. P. U. CONVENTION 


Article 1. This Convention shall be known as the Mud Creek Missionary 
Baptist Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Convention. 


Article 2. The object of this Convention shall be to aid in Education and 
Missionary work; to build and maintain the Baptist Assembly Ground for the 
care of our aged ministers and laymen; also for the use of training in Theolo- 
gical work. To teach the doctrine of the New Testament Standard of Christ- 
ian Religion, viz: Repentence, Belief, Baptism, and the Lord’s Supper. 


Article 3. The officers of the Convention shall be: President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, and Missionary, holding 
their offices until their successors are elected. 


Article 4. The President shall preside and enforce the rules of order as 
given by Dr. Hiscock’s rules of order. The Vice-President shall rule with 
equal rights in the absence of the President. 


Article 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a fair account of all pro- 
ceedings, collect the statistics and publish the minutes. 


Article 6. The Treasurer shall hold all monies and valuables belong- 


ing to this body, paying out the same when ordered by the President, signed 
by the Secretary. 


Article 7. Written reports of collections and disbursements must be made 
by committees of the same and given to the Recording Secretary at the 
close of the session. 
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Article 8. The Executive Board shall be elected annually, consisting of 
the President, Vice-President, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, 
Treasurer, and four additional elected members. 


Article 9. The duties of said Board shall be to look into the Educational 
and Missionary interests of our bounds, examine all applicants for aid when 
recommended by Pastor and Church duly assembled in Church meeting, and 
prepare a program for the annual meetings of this body, also making a report 
at each session with such recommendations as they may approve of. 


Article 10. The Convention shall be composed of Missionary Baptist Sun- 
day Schools and B. Y. P. U. Societies of Gospel order, their pastors and Mes- 
sengers within the bounds of the Mud Creek Association. 


Article 11. Each representative body, as a basis of representation, shall 
be entitled to two delegates and one additional delegate to every 50 members 
above the basis. 


Article 12. Each Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. shall be required to send 
up as a representative fee 15 cents for each member appearing upon its 
Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Convention letter. 


Article 13. Five per cent of all monies sent up to the S. S. and B. Y. P. U. 
Convention shall be given to the Home Mission, Foreign Mission and Educa- 
tional work. The Home and Foreign Mission work of this Convention shall 
be done through the Unincorporated and the Lott Carey National Baptist 
Conventions of America. 85 per cent shall be for the expense of the Con- 
vention and development of Assembly Ground at East Flat Rock. 


Article 14. The President shall receive $5.00; Vice-President $2.00; Rec- 
ording Secretary $12.00, and Corresponding Secretary $2.50. The Treasurer 
shall receive railroad fare to and from the Convention, together with the 
four additional elected Board members. 


Article 15. No persons shall be paid for orations, speeches or sermons,. 
but after collections may be taken. 


Article 16. On Sunday, at 2:00 P. M., a literary program shall be rendered 
for the benefit of developing the taient of our young people. 


Article 17. The Executive Board may meet as often as the President 
deems it necessary, three members constituting a quorum. All services shall 
open by usual form. 


Article 18. There shall be four sermons preached for the benefit of our 
spiritual good, viz: An Introductory, Educational, Sunday School, and Mis- 
sionary sermon. 


Article 19. The Corresponding Secretary shall correspond with the vari- 
ous schools, encouraging same to the performance of their duties, and receiv- 
ing for services an annual donation. 


Article 20. All Sunday Schools and B. Y. P. U’s. shall use letter form 
which will be sent out by the Secretary not less than 20 days of meeting. 


Article 21. A Model Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. shall be conducted 
in each Annual Session of the Convention.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE WOMAN’S HOME AND FOREIGN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


(Preamble) 


This organization shall be known as The Woman’s Missionary Society, 
Auxiliary to the Mud Creek Missionary Baptist Association. 


Article 1. The members of this organization shall be regular members 
of some Missionary Baptist Church. 

Article 2. Its officers shall be members of some regular orthodox mission- 
ary Baptist Church within the bounds of the Mud Creek Association. 

Article 3. The officers of the society shall be: President, Vice-President, 
Treasurer and Secretary; four additional members shall be elected annually 
and shall with the regular officers compose the Executive Board. 

Article 4. The object of this Auxiliary shall be to raise funds for aiding 
the Association in its objects and to protect the purity of its societies, to 
encourage usefulness, to promote high morals and Christian Education. 

Article 5. Hach officer shall perform the duty of their office as per law 
laid down in Hiscock’s directory. 

Article 6. The Executive Board shall have power to carry out the object 
of the Auxiliary. It shall be their prerogative to prepare a programme for 
the sessions. It shall hold authority to regulate all irregularities that may 
exist. Five members shall form a quorum. 


Article 7. The Board shall report annually, giving a full account of its 
work. 

Article 8. All moneys raised by this Auxiliary shall be turned over to the 
Treasurer, who shall deposit same in some bank in the name of The Woman’s 
Auxiliary Society, subject to check by order of President, written by Secretary, 

Article 9. All officers shall be paid railroad fare to and from each meet- 
ing of the Auxiliary. President and Recording Secretary receiving $3.00 
each for quarterly meetings and $5.00 each for Annual Session. 

Article 10. All moneys for Association shall be turned over whenever 
an order for same is signed by Secretary and Moderator and presented by 
Moderator, written by Secretary. 

Article 11. Invitations may be extended visiting members and Christian 
workers, according all rights save voting. 

Article 12. The Annual Session shall be held on Friday, before the 4th 
Sunday in each year, at such place as may be selected by the Body or 
Executive Board. 

Article 13. There shall be three business and financial meetings during 
each calendar year: First Friday, before the 3rd Sunday in January; second 
Friday, before the 3rd Sunday in April; third Friday, before the 3rd Sunday 
in October; and the Annual Session on Friday, before the 4th Sunday in 
July. All meetings will open at 11 a. m., Friday, and close Friday night with 
a sermon by some minister chosen by the Auxiliary, save the Annual Session, 
which shall continue through to Sunday after 11:30 a. m. sermon. 


Article 14. This Constitution may be changed by a two-third vote of all 
members present at any Annual Session. Rule of Order: Each session 
shall open with prayer. 1st, Call to Order by President; 2nd, Devotion; 3rd,
